 Below are the results from the hadron (right) spectrometer survey carried out on 
September 5th, 2003. Also included are the results from the superharp survey carried out the 
previous day. The values represent the difference in millimeters from the ideal position of each 
fiducial. A positive X value is to the beam left, a positive Y is too high.
